F today’s skies are blue and the sun 

is flushed with spring fever, thou-

For this reason we suggest the trip to 
La Porte because it is over macadam | 
roads all the way, most ot᷑ them in fairly 
good shape. 
Leaving Chicago, follow Michigan ave-. 
nue to Garfield boulevard, then drive east 
into Washington park, through the Mid- 
way into Jackson park, and southeast 
through the park to the South Shore 
Country club, going out South Shore 
boulevard, following trolley line through 
South Chicago, out Ewing avenue to In- 
dianapolis avenue. 


At five corners. a the baseball park, 
turn south with trolley, and about a mile 
farther bear left at fork following built 
up road across Lake George, at north- 
east corner of Hammond, just beyond 
coal office. 

Turn left going through East: Chicago 
and Calumet, follow direct road, grad- 
ually curving a little to the south, and 
eventually coming on to Fifth avenue, 
Gary, which is followed to center of city, 
at Broadway, thirty-one miles from 
Jackson “boulevard. 

Keep ahead through Gary on Fifth 
avenue, passing Aetna station. Cross 


mediately to right. From here on to 
East Gary the road is easy to follow, al- 
though winding; but special caution 
should be used for two bad railroad crosa- 
ings, where the view is obstructed. 

At end of road in East Gary turn east, 
following stone road with main travel to 
four corners. Three miles beyond turn 
leit about three-quarters of a mile, 
and then right one and one-half miles; 
then left until after crossing the Michi- 


gan Central railroad. Turn right along | 


rafiroad to end of road, where turn to left 
is made, passing Porter off to richt.

Follow this road direct over 
slightly rolling country, with some at- 
tractive views of small lakes in this 
region, coming into La Porte via Pine 
Lake avenue and Madigon street direct 
to center of city. , 


For return trip go . out of La Porte, 
following the Lincoln highway markings 
all the way through Westville to Vel- 
paraiso, twenty-three. miles. 

From this point into Chicago there are 
two well known options, but we suggest 
continuing west on the Lincoln highway 
route. While this is a little narrower 
route through Hobart, it is, at present, 
in good shape, and is through a little 
more attractive country, with only slight- 
ly increased mileage. 

On the west side of Valparaiso this 
turns left over rafiroad bridge, and from 
there on ts direct on good hard road 
through the quaint village of Deep River, 
8.5 miles from Valparaiso. 

About ten and one-half miles from Val- 
paraiso, at four corners, it is advisable 
at this season to turn right with macad- 
am into Ainsworth. Turn left around 
store, coming back to the straight road 
one-half mile beyond. The short stretch 
of dirt on the direct road is Mable to be 
bad at this season.
